No. 10(l)/6»-EP(Coord)/I— The Government of Ii>dla have 
been undertaking various measures to stimulate and diversify 
the export trade of this country and to develop the marketing 
of Indian products and commodities In foreign countries. 
With a view to facilitating the implementation of activities in

(e) Establishment of offices and branches in countries 
abroad; 

(f) Grants-in-Aid to Export Promotion Councils and 
other organisations for the development of Export 
and tlie promotion of Foreign Trade; 

(g) Quality Control and Preshipment Inspection; 

(h) Export Assistance for exportable commodities includ- 
ing transport assistance; 

(1) Export Risks Insurance; and 

(j) Any other scheme which is calculated generally to 
promote the development of markets for Indian 
products and commodities abroad, 

3, The Fund will consist of the provision of Rs, S.8 crores 
made in the Central Budget for the year 1963-G4 under Grants 
for Export Promotion and Development under Demand No. 2, 
C.l(16) and Demand No. 5, C.S(2) and such other amounts as 
may be credited to the Fund from time to time. 

4, The procedure for the administration of the Fund will 
be such as may be prescribed by the Government of India.

Su&ject:— Constitution of an Advisory Hoard of Research 
for the Forest Research Institute. 

No. 14-1 /6Z-T >— With a view to stimulating wide interest in 
the activities of the Forest Research Institute and ensuring 
closer and more active liaison between forest research and 
industry, a Central Advisory Board on Forest Utilisation was 
set up in 1939. The Board was rc-constituted twice subse- 
quently In order to ensure greater association of non-officials 
and to give further weigh tage to opinions representing the 
Interests of industry, agriculture and the consumer. 

2, As a result of the constitution of the Court of the 
Forest Research Institute and College in the Ministry of Food 
and Agriculture (Department of Agriculture) Resolution No. 
12-4/59-F dated the 4th November, 1961 with responsibility 
for laying down the policy and programme of the Institute 
and for guiding and directing its working, it has become 
necessary to review the composition and functions of the 
Central Advisory Boand oti Forest Utilisation with a view to 
avoiding possible overlapping of the functions of these two 
bodies. As a result of suqh a review, the President Is pleased 
to decide that the Central Advisory Board on Forest Utilisa- 
tion been re named as “Advisory Board of Research 0 and will 
have the following composition and functions:—

Joint Secretary incharge of Forestry In the Ministry of Food 
and Agriculture (Department of Agriculture).

President, Forest Research Institute & Colleges. 

One representative each of : 

(a) Ministry of Commerce & Industry. 

(b) Ministry of Defence. 

(c) Ministry of Economic &: Defence Coordination. 

(d) Ministry of Railways, 

(e) Indian Council of Agricultural Research. 

(f) Associated Chambers of Commerce & Industry. 

(g) Federation of Indian Chaml>cr of Commerce 8c 
Industry. 

One representative to be nominated by the Central Govern- 
ment for each of the following industries:— 

(i) Plywood 

(ii) Paper 

(iii) Match 

(iv) Forest based industries not otherwise represented, 

Four Chief Conservators of Forests of States to be nominated 
by the Central Government. 

Chief Engineer, Central Public Works Department or his 
nominee. 

Two Directors of Industries of State Governments to be 
nominated by the Central Government by rotation. 

Nominee or nominees of the Central Government to re- 
present interests not otherwise provided for. 


The Secretary of the Court of the F.R.I. 8c Colleges shall 
be Secretary of the Advisory Board. 

FUNCTIONS: 

The functions of the Advisory Board shall be: 

(a) to advise on— 

(1) the general policy of research in the sphere of 
forestry; and 

(ii) assignment of priority to various items of reseatch 
conducted at the F.R.I, tc Colleges; 

(b) to co-ordinate research with the need of industry, 
agriculture and general public; 

(c) to forge a link between the producer and consumer 

of research; 

(d) to examine the quinquennial research programme of 
the F.R.I. and other cognate matters and to evaluate 
annually the progress of research; 

(e) to examine inventions and discoveries in the field of 

forestry research and allied subjects with a view lo— 

(i) assesg the value of inventions /discoveries in the 
held of forestry research through pilot plants and 
in cooperation with the State Governments and 
the industry; 

(if) examine the feasibility of taking of patents for 
results of research; and 

(iii) determine the scope of commercial possibilities In 
the discoveries and results of research in forestry, 

(f) to devise ways and means to bring the research 

workers of the F.R.I. in closer touch with practical 
problems of industry; and 

(g) to maintain closer liaison between the Forest Research 

Institute, Ihe State Forest Departments, Industry, 
other scientific organisations and the public In 
general. 

3. The term of members other than ex-officio 

members shall be three years provided that a non-official 
member shall cease to be such if he ceases to be a member 
of the body which he represents. All vacancies among mem- 
bers other than ex-officio members shall be filled by the 
authority which nominated them. A person nominated to a 
casual vacancy shall continue to be a member of the Board 
for the remaining period of the term for which the person 
whose place he fills would have been a member. 

4. One- third of the total number of members shall cons 1 1- 
tute the quorum for a meeting, 

5. The Board Shall meet at least once a year. 

6. These arrangements shall come Into force with effect 
from the date of issue of this Resolution. The orders con- 
tained In Resolution No, 6-19^49-F dated the 10th November 
1919 of the Ministry of Agriculture and Resolution No.
